consisting of only eight 
wor^s, 


and does not contain the word 
"illegal." it represents the ex- 
treme limit of Germany's con- 
cessions in the Lusitaniu case. 


The view is entertained here 


that one of the most serious crise.'; 
of the Avar has arisen in connec- 
tion with the Lusitania case and 
'that it is impossible to foresee the 
outcome

here. The result of the negoCia- 
tions appears to hinge solely on 
the one word '•illegal." 


Crisis Over Word.

The first almanacs—that is to say, 


the first historical—were of Arabian 
origin and reflected the local genium 
of the people in a very striking way. 
They served as models in other 
conn trios for 
hundreds of years. 


The oldest known copy of such a 
work is preserved in the British Mu- 
seum and dates back to the times ol 
Kinneses tht> Great of Egypt, 4vlio 
lived 1,200 yours before iliu birth of 
GhJ'itt. Jt is written on papyrus in 
reJ ink and covers u period of six 
years. 


Tho entries relate, to religious cer- 


emonies, to. the fates of children 
born oh given days and to the regu- 
lation of business enterprises in ac- 
cordance with planetary influences. 
"Do nothing at all this day," is on« 
of the warnings. "It 
thou seest 


anything at all this day it will l>« 
fortunate,"' is another entry. ''Look 
not at si rat this day."' ''Wash not 
with water this day,'' "Go out not 
before daylight this day." are some1 


t'f the additional cautions. 


This almanac was found in an old 


tomb and is supposed to have been 
buried with its Egyptian o-.vner when 
be was converted into a mummy for 
future explorers to dig un and dis- 
sect in the interest uf science and 
literature. 


Next after this in point of age 


among the existing specimens of an- 
cient iilmanacs are some composed 
in the fourth century. 
They are 


Iloniau church calendars, giving the 
names of the sa.iuts and other rcli 
gious information. The Baltic nn- 
iions, not being versed in papyrus 
making, bad calendars engraved on 
ax helves, walking sticks and other 
articles of personal use. 
The days 


were notched with a. broad mark for 
Sunday, and the saint?'' days were 
svmbolizcd in various devices, such

What type of man is most susceptible to pneumonia? The 


one who is naturally strong, has good digestion, is overfed, 
overweight, frequently overworked and a heavy drinker. 


Why do the fat and florid men die of pneumonia, while 


the normal man is likely to get well? Because the fat man 
starts with all his organs tired and all his tissues burdened with 
waste, while his heart is already weakened and weighted down 
with its burden of fat. 


What organ gives out first? The heart. Because in its ef- 


fort to force the venous blood filled with waste matter thru the 
plugged lung and exchange the oxygenated blood for it, it 
works overtime and becomes exhaustec'r. 


Do women have lobar pneumonia? 
Yes, but not so fre- 


quently as men. 


Why do women, who live indoor lives even more than men, 


and are frequently fat and overfed, suffer less than men? 
There are two indiscretions indulged in by men that women as 
a rule do not commit, the use and abuse of tobacco, and these 
doubtless account for the difference. 


How does tobacco predispose one to pneumonia? By keep- 


ing the lining membranes of the throat, nose and air passages 
in a constant state of irritation and congestion, which renders 
them more susceptible to the lodgement of infectious germs and 
furnishes a site for their growth. 


How does the abuse of alcoholic drinks predispose one to 


pneumonia? By benumbing the sensibilities to cold and fa- 
tigue and favoring exposure to cold; by lowering the vital re- 
sistance and by its leading to excesses of other kinds; by in- 
creasing the heart beat to a degree that leads to or hastens 
pneumonia. 


During what season is pneumonia most prevalent and why? 


In the winter, because people arc inclined to eat more rich food, 
exercise less and live indoors and breathe more foul air than in 
summer. 


Do outdoor workers have pneumonia? Yes. 
The homes 


of farmers and workmen are shut vp too tightly in winter to 
keep out the cold and save fuel. 
They work hard, get very 


hungry, eat too hurriedly and too much. 


Pneumonia is spread b\ infection nou- the nose and mouth onl\. 


Those who ha\e recovered fiom the disease are eouKhm« and snee/- 
iii"- norms into the air lor weeks, and thcie iH, evidence that .sonic, 


like the famous Typhoid llary, carry the germs all their Jivc-8. These 
ircrins find lodgment on floor*, sidewalks, etc., and are bieathed In ( 
healths people, who become infected.
